Bought from Germany in 1910. 

The Kheyr-Ed-Din Barbarossa was built 
at Stettin in 1891, and was purchased 
together with the battleship Torgut Reis 
from Germany by Turkey in 1910. The 
vessel was 304 feet long, 64 feet beam, 
and had a depth of twenty-four ‘feet. 
Its complement consisted of about 600 
officers and men. 

The battleship carried four eleven inch 
guns in turrets fore and aft, two eleven 
inch guns in a turret amidships, eight 
4.1 inch guns, eight 3.4 inch guns and 
twelve one pounders. The vessel also was 
equipped with two submerged eighteen 
inch torpedo tubes. 


Swedish Boat Subsea Victim. 
LONDON, Aug. 9.— The Swedish steam- 
er, Mai, has been sunk by a German 
submarine. One boat containing seven 
men and a woman has been picked up and 
landed at Copenhagen. A second boat, 
carrying the captain and nine men, is 
missing.

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GERMANS BACK 


Regain Trenches Recently Lost 
at Hooge; Big Guns Derall 
Part of Troop Train. 


LONDON, Aug. 9.—Sir John French. 
commander in chief of the British forces 
in France, reports that the lost trenches 
at Hooge, east of Ypres, in Belgfum, have 
been retaken by the British troops and 
that they have advanced on a front of 
1,200 yards. The statement of Field Mar- 
shal French says: 

Since my communication of Aug. 1 the 
artillery on both sides has been active 
north and east of Ypres. In these ex- 
changes the advantage has been with us. 

“This morning, after a successful ar- 
tillery bombardment. in which the French 
on our left codperated effectively, we at- 
tacked the trenches at Hooge, captured 
by the enemy on July 30. These wére 
all retaken, and following up this suc- 
cess we made further progress north and 
west of Hooge, extending the front of the 
trenches captured to 1,200 yards. 

During this fighting our artillery 
shelled a German troop train at Lange- 
marck (five miles northeast of Ypres), 
derailing and setting fire to five trucks. 

“The captures reported amounted to 
three officers and 124 men of other ranks, 
and two machine guns.“ 


French War Report. 
PARIS, Aug. 9.—The following official 
communication was issued tonight:

BERLIN, July 16—Practically with the 
beginnmg of the war the German euthori- 
ties saw that, unless some steps were 
taken to regulate the sale of flour and 
bread, a shortage might ensue or prices 
be unduly reised on both. | 

Inevitebly some would try to take ad- 
vantage of war conditions to raise prices 
for their own profit, while many of the 
richer people, fearing a #hortege, would 
buy up large quantities. wt 

To prevent any shortage, or even, should 
there be no real shortage, any rise in 
prices, the government favored and as- 
sisted the organization of the War Grain 
company. This company, while primarily 
in private hands, has for its object the 
equitable regulation of the distribution of 
grain. 

However, as time passed, it wee seen 
that no private company, even with a 
certain amount of government supervi- 
sion, hed sufficient power to bring about 
the desired results. For this reason, op 
Jan. 25, 1915, the government took control 
of all existing grain, thus making a mo- 
nopoly. As it could not immediately put

Takes Entire. Control.. 

At the end of this month the govern- 
ment, through the War Grain company, 
took entire control, so that from then on 
thete has been no chance for any indi- 
vidual, or any group of individuals, either 
to accumulate more then his or their 
share of flour and bread, or to make profit 
out of the posisbility of a shortage. 

Before bread can be got by any indi- 
vidual he must have a bread card. Ex- 
cept in hotels and boarding houses, where 
individual daily bread cards are issued, 
the bread cards are for a week at a time. 

At first the allowance was 225 grams per 
Capita per day. After March 15 the con- 
clusion was come to that at this rate 
there was possibility of a shortege, so the 
allowance was reduced to 200 grams 
(somewhat under one-half pound) per 
day. The cards are of a different color 
each week, with the result that the cards 
cannot be held over, and thus an accumu- 
lation made, provided the full allowance 
is not used in any one week. In other 
words, what is unused during the week is 
lost to the individual concerned and de- 
comes a saving for the government. 


Arrangements in Berlin. 

In the city of Berlin there are issued 
regularly 3,500,000 bread cards. ‘The issue 
of these cards is made by 170 commissions 
throughout the city. These commissions 
also have charge of the issue of the cards 
which entitle the bakers to buy flour. 

The bread cards are issued by those 
commissions to the porters of lodging 
or apartment.buildings and to the heads 
of families in private houses. The por- 
ters are responsible for their proper 
distribution. All cards are numbered, 
so that track can be kept of them if nec- 
essary to prevent fraud. When a baker 
sells bread he tears off from the bread 
card little squares, each one of which is 
marked 25, 50, or 100 grams of bread. At 
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the end of the week he takes all these, 
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Pieces to the commission. 
Squares Vary in Weight. 
These squares are so arranged, 
they vary in weight in the same ratio as 
the amount of bread the numbers 
on them call for. Each week @ bureau in 


the city hall carefully determines the 


relative weight of different amounts of 
bread card and the bread they call for. 
It then notifies ‘the commissions of 
this fraction. Thue by weighing the 
pieces of bread ecards turned in by the 
bakers the commissions. know exactly 
how much bread has been sold. 

The commission knows how much flour 
1% necessary to make one kilo of bread. 
It turns over to each baker flour cards 
representing the number of kilos of flour 


bread he has sold during the past week. 
The reason for this exact issue is that it 
prevents the baker from selling bread 
without getting a piece of 
The price for bread is regula y law. 
buy it, from bakers without bread cards, 
but must, at the end of the week, account 
for all got by turning in enough cards. 
The bakers take their flour cards to the 
flour merchants to buy the amount shown 
dy these cards. The flour merchants get 
their flour from the municipal govern~- 
ments. i 
Federal Bureau Over All. 

Over all is a federal bureau of distribu- 
tion which notifies each community, such 
as Berlin for instance, from which mills 
it will get its flour. 

Persons leaving their community must 
fill in a form for their bread commission. 
The commission then gives them a er- 
tiffieate. which enables them te draw 
bread cards in whatever other com- 
munity they may eater. 

So far thie organization for the dis- 
tribution of bread cards has worked ex- 
cellently. It has been found that in some 
cases the allowance of bread is not suffi- 


mentary.cards are given to this class 
when they apply for them. However, on 
the whole, the average person does not 
consume the amount of bread allowed. 
This has resulted in a very large saving, 
which insures not only that the country 
will have under. the present system 
not only enough bread. to live on until the 
next harvest but enough to carry it on

system soon convinces that it is not due 
to a shortage in the amount of bread 
reasonably necessary for everybody in 
Germany. The system is simply an ex-

There is a powerful will 
to maintain conditions as they are, and in the fact 
that electrification admittedly would present an 
enormous task there is support for obstinacy. 

It looks as if the Association of Commerce has 
again, as it has in the past, been made the fall 
guy. It is not the purpose of the organization to 
be an instrument for the attainment of special 
ends, but it is not so difficult to use it as such. 

The decision with regard to electrification ought 
properly to go out as the decision of the railroads, 
We know what their opinion was years ago. It

GERMAN RELATIONS AFTER THE 
WAR. 
Justly or unjustly, Americans have already fallen 
heir to their share of Teutonic hate, but the loose 
talk prevalent in the German press exhorting the 


tude of ‘ neutral’ America after the war is settled 
and the regular trade routes are opened up” is alto- 
gether too shortsighted for a nation with such com- 


ize, simply because the German government would 
not allow its merchants, even if they so desired, to 
hate themselves out of the world’s richest market, 
with a population of more than 100,000,000 potential 
customers. Mens, 

A flourishing foreign trade is the fabric of the 
German industrial strength and prosperity. It buys 
the raw materials from other nations, manufactures 
them into the finished product, and then sells them 
back at a good figure, not to speak of the employment 
that it furnishes to the people, the merchant marine 
that it supports, etc. The German will already be 
handicapped in the markets of Belgium, Russia, 
Great Britain, including Canada and Australia, 
Italy, and France. Is it then possible that he would 
deliberately commit industrial hara-kiri by antagon- 
izing the American buyer? A Dr. W. Stein, writing 
in the Hamburger Fremdenblatt, takes occasion to 
revel in the strength of the German merchant ma- 
rine, pointing out that no fewer than 78,000 men 
form the crews of the 4,850 ships, not including the 
70,000 officials and workmen engaged at the German 
yards. Yet at the same time he calls upon his coun- 
trymen to nurse their grudge against Americans, 
which certainly would not add to the merchant 
marine. 

In the event of a German boycott such as is being 
predicted it is fairly certain that the United States 
would have to reply, and the political leaders respon- 
sible for the agitation might find themselves in much 
the same position that Count Okuma is trying to 
struggle out of at the present time in Japan. Before 
entering upon the aggressive Chinese policy the busi- 
ness interests were assured that it would be handled 
in such a way as to avoid a Chinese boycott on Jap- 
onese goods. The sudden resignation of the Okuma 


tained should be a warning to any faction in Ger- 
many. The suggestion of such a possibility, however, 
should emphasize the need of adequate American 
defense. If we are forced to impose an import em- 
bargo on German goods we must be prepared to 
enforce it. 
The very scarcity of friendly markets for German 
made goods following the war is one of the strongest 
features of the Wilson program. Certainly Germany 
would not invite an American boycott for anything 
less than a disagreement over submarine warfare. 


MAKING A BANE. 

Illinois does not have to climb any fences to 
view excellent prospects of community codperation 
and also some results.

ADY AUCKLAND is once again in 
the United States. She made a 
brief visit to Newport last week, 
where she was not cordially wel- 
comed, but where her presence at- 
| tracted a good deal of attention. She 
is a woman who in one way or another 
has come in for a good deal of notice on 
the part of the American press, which she 
loses no occasion to abuse, 
has given utterance to so many outspok- 
en criticisms of conditions and people in 
America that it is difficult to understand 
why ehe should care to return to these 
shores. n 
When she sailed from New York on 
board the Celtic in 1908, she gave, on 
shipboat, an interview containing more 
unfriendly remarks about Americans and 
everything relating to the United States 
than have ever been heard from any for- 
eign visitor to this continent, either before 
or since. 
She also offered on that occasion a prize 
of $500 to any American reporter Who 
succeeded in identifying her when she 
landed once more in New York. Since 
then she has returned several times, but 
no one has claimed that prize. 
Lady Auckland is the daughter of Col. 
G. M. Hutton, a great-granddaughter of 
Sir Richard Arkwright, the famous in- 
ventor of the spinning frame, while Mrs. 
Siddons, the celebrated actress, was her 
gtreat-grandaunt. 
Her husband, Lord Auckland, is head 
of a junior branch of the ancient family 
of Eden of Maryland. Indeed, the first 
Lord Auckland was a younger brother 
of Sir Robert Eden, colonial governor of 
Maryland, and received his peerage for 
his services as ambassador to France 
and as Irigh secretary. 
The present Lord Auckland served for 
a time as a subaltern in the Dorsetshire 
regiment without, however, doing any 
actual campaigning and then embarked in 
business on the London stock exchange, 
where he lost the greater part of his 
by no means large possessions; - 
In an effort to rehabilitate the family 
fortunes, Lady Auckland went Into trade 
and opened a shop in Baker street, Lon- 
don, for housefurnishing and decorating. 
Lady Auckland’s shop did not prove 
a profitable venture, and a couple of years 
ago the London newspapers announced 
that she had taken a position as sales- 
woman at Selfridge’s great American de- 
partment store in London. Whether she 
still remains with the firm or not, I am 
unable to say.

Section 1 of the so-called mother’s pension 
act in substance provides that the Juvetile 
court, or where there is no Juvenile court the 
County court, shall have original jurisdiction in 
all cases coming within the terme of the act. 
The act does not specifically provide the officer 
to whom application should be made, but con- 
sidering the act in its entirety it is my opinion 
that application should be made to the court 
above referred to and an investigation made 
pursuant to section 8 of the act, and after the 
investigation of the application and the filing 
of the report and recommendation by the offl- 
cers directed by the court to make the investi- 
gation a petition in writing, duly verified by 
affidavit, setting forth the facts as are necessary 
under the act to give the court jurisdiction of 
the parties in the subject matter and setting 
forth such other facts which, when found by the 
court to be true, shall be the basis upon which 
the order of relief is entered. Such petition 
| should be filed with the clerk of the court having 
jurisdiction of the matter, which will be the 
Juvenile court or, in counties where there is no 
Juvenile court, the County court.

Cold Pack Canned Peaches. 


: OME years ago a correspondent 
S wrote to me, saying: “* Recently 
| 


you wondered why we wait und 
September «before doing up 
peaches. I asked my old mother 


told me that it was because August 
weather was generally so hot and humid 
that peaches, although most carefully 
preserved, would not keep through dog 
‘days, so I have always resisted the temp- 
tation to do up those beautiful July and 
August peaches,” 
Since those words were written the 
great canning movement in the country 
has got under full headway, and the fact 
has been thoroughly well proven that any 
' food cam be put up so as to keep at any 
time if sufficient heat is applied to kill 
life called bacteria, 
which are urged into great activity by 
their true living conditione—namely: heat 
and moisture. If there tis any doubt about 
one cooking being sufficient, any canned 
thing can be cooked for three dae in 
succession. ; 
> 

The firet day the heat applied may 
merely: bring the best living conditions 
for germs, and they will spring into 
| activity, The second day destroys what 
has sprung into life, and the third makes 
doubly sure of this. 

The recipe I have found most satisfac- 
tory for canned peaches is entirely up to 
date, though given me some years back 
by a friend who was accystomed to put- 
ting up bushels of peaches ata time, My 
readers have in times past likewise found 
it satisfactory, so I repeat it here: 

. — 

TO CAN PEACHES INEXPENSIVELY. 

Scald, drain, cool, and peel peaches as 
you would tomatoes, then cut them in 
halves and take out the pits. Pack halves 
in jara ae close together as possible, and 
have ready a cold sirup made in the pro- 
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‘HE best water for your bath is ott water—that 1 water tree ‘from 
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mineral salts. Distilled, boiled, or rain water ts soft water: But it 
would be bathing under difficultiés to demand this every time ‘you

Add enough of the bran water to make the water milky.

‘Three pounds of sugar and three quarts 
of water will make enough for one bushel 
of peaches if they are tightly packed in 
the jars. 

Pour sirup around peaches, filling jar 
to very edge, put on rubber, and screw up, 
but not too tight. Put rack or false bot- 
tom in wash boiler if you have nocanmer, 
and set in the cans of peaches, putting 
paper between each so that they do not 
touch. 

Fill boiler with cold water clear to the 
necks of the cana Heat up slowly. and 
after water ie at the boiling point let it 
boil minutes. If the rubbers push 
out they can be put back, but they are less 
likely to do so if the cover is not screwed 
down to the limit. 

After ten minutes more take out the 
‘cans, screw on the cover as tight as pos- 
sible, and turn upside down to col. 
Peaches in,a heavy sirup are strong, but 
are just right in this one.

CORN AND OATS RUN HIGH. 


Prosperous conditions for the farmers 

for the coming year are indicated by the 
August government report, showing a reo- 
ord breaking yield of wheat and bumper 
crops of corn, oats, barley, and hay. 
The total wheat crop indicated by the 
government report issued yesterday is 
3,000,000 bushels more than was forecast 
in July, 966,000,000 bushels, gr 75,000,000 
bushels more than the previous record 
crop. 

While the harvest season bas been un- 
favorable for cats and the season late for 
corn, the government figures show «6 
promise for a crop of 1,402,000,000 busheis 
of oats, within 16,000,000 bushels of the 
largest ever raised, and of 2,918,000,000 
bushels of corn, which would exceed the 
corn crop of last year by 245,000,000 
bushels.

Final dgures for the year, when the esti- 
mates are given a final revision, may 
show easily 1,000,000,000 bushels wheat 
and 1,500,000,000 bushels oats, with around 
3,000,000,000 bushels of corn, or a grand 
total for the three crops of around 8.800 
000,000 bushels. 

Vespite the long period of unseasonable 
rains, the country will have an abundance 
of all grains to supply foreign needs 
throughout the coming year. It is not ex- 
pected prices will rule as high as during 
the last twelve months, but fair prices 
appear to be assured the farmers in ail 
séctions. 

Two years of bumper crops at high avere 
age prices for the two years insure a de- 
gree of prosperity on the farms of the 
United States never before equaled, and 
this is expected to form the basis for pros- 
perous conditions in all other lines of 
business, which naturally reflect to agri- 
cultural conditions. 


The Wheat Yield. 

The winter wheat crop estimate wes 
reduced 9,000,000 bushels from July, while 
the spring wheat estimate was 12,000,000 
bushels more than in July. The average 
yield per acre of spring wheat was 16 
bushels, against 11.8 bushels a year ago.
